Parliament to be Asked to 
Vote $1)300,000,000 for 1941- 
1942; Ordinary Expenditures 
Cut

Finance Minister llsley is asking 
parliament to vote $1,300,000,000 to 
be spent during 1941-42 for war. Ap¬ 
propriations for this purpose were 
700 million ib the present fiscal year, 
and the costs are expected almost to 
double. 

Main estimates amounting to 443 
million have been tabled, and this 
makes a total expenditure for war 
and ordinary activities of $1,743,131,- 
000 . 

The entire national income of Can¬ 
ada is slightly over five billion dollars, 
so the contemplated expenditure for 
war in the ye'ar 1941-42 may approach 
almost half the entire national in¬ 
come. 

In asking for a vote of 1 billion 300 
million for war expenditures, he speci¬ 
fied (1) security defence, peace and 
order in Canada; (2) naval, military 
and air operations in or beyond Can¬ 
ada; (3) continuance of trade by in¬ 
surance or indemnity against war 
risks; (4) carrying out measures re¬ 
sulting from state of war by governor 
in-council. 

The expenditure was divided as fol¬ 
lows: 

Militia services^ $268,286,000; 

Naval services, $57,997,000; 

Air services (home war establish¬ 
ment and overseas) $41,188,000; 

British Commonwealth Air Train¬ 
ing Plan $86,294,000; 

Other defence services $4,155,00(1,• 

Department of munitions and sup¬ 
ply, $61,961,000; „ 

Other departments of government, 
$18,540,000. 

Commenting that a large part of 
the population are now living at a lev¬ 
el that can bear little of the increased 
burden, he said, that the burden on 
the remaining part becomes the more 
staggering. . 

The appropriation of 700 million for 
current year has .been overspent by 
175 million, and there will have to be 
a supplementary bill passed before 
March 31. 

Opposition leader Hanson said that 
Canadian people would meet their ob¬ 
ligations if it took their last dollar. 
He will ask government how many 
cost-plus contracts have been awarded 
since Sept. 1, 1939, the identity of the 
firms and any revisions that have 
been made.

Some" of those ~ Congressmen who favor “aid to Britain 
but” Have read Berlin and Rome predictiqns' that it will 
not arrive in time to save Britain but'they jjo on debating 
as if they desired the prediction to come true. 


MEE TINGS are te be hakl throughout the province 
to discuss what may be done in the way of 
greater diversification..in agriculture. These meetings 
will no doubt be well attended, in view of the immed¬ 
iate outlook for wheat, and the general warning to re-' 
duce rath-er than increase. What the result may be is 
arquestion, but new and practical suggestions may be 
uncovered. ^ 

A number’’of*'farmers, particularly in areas adapted 
to stock raising, have been gradually reducing on wheat 
acreage in recent years, and building up the livestock 
end of farm husbandry. They witl no' doubt continue 
along these lines. It will be much more difficult for.,the 
farmer- working on narrow Margin to make any sub¬ 
stantial change in his operations. He has no capital to 
invest in livestock, and the net result of a general turn 
to hog, beef or dairy production might Mean only an. up¬ 
set to those markets, and the same situation as Has been 
created in the wheat world. 

There are areas, however, which are admirably fitted 
for mixed farming, but which have fallen into the wheat 
growing class without being conspicuously adapted to 
No. 1 wheat. It is forecast that dairy and meat de¬ 
mands will grow domestically as wall as overseas, and 
that prairie f«ntfers can meet these demands by more 
attention to fodder crops and to livestock. 

Dr. Motherwell, former minister of agriculture, is a 
supporter of a clearly defined grass growing program 
for the prairies and he urges that it be undertaken now 
instead of ban years from now. He was thinking in 
terms of Saskatchewan, and areas whicjr are definitely 
dry. ,H.e, said; “Either the land goes or we go. If we 
take good care of the soil, it will take good care of us, 
provided that greed does not intervene. Or else the jig 
is up for the half-s«ction farmers who are in the large 
Majority.” 

In this area soil conservation is of concern, but not to 
the same degree as Saskatchewan. However, the farm 
income is of major importance, and the best use to 
which farm acres can be put to ensure adequate farm 
revenue. The meetings which are likely to be held at 
various points within the next few weeks, should he 
worth attending. They may offer suggestions which 
will recommend themselves to the farmer with small 
resources. r l'here_jgjg,^j| i oubt iTi..the world that mixed 
farming assure^ a steadier income and better farm liv¬ 
ing, than a onercrop proposition.

It-if .presumed 
that there will be district organizers' in Canada, and 
prestige is added to* the new organization by calling it 
the Queen’s Canadian fund for air raid victims. 

Everyone of these innumerable organizations -has a 
distinctive “pull” rm the sympathi&s of people of !Caft-“ 
ada. Certainly' nothing is closer to the hearts of the 
majority than the fate of families rendered homeless by 
the devastation of bombs. It is probable that some peo¬ 
ple will feel more urge to give money to this cause than 
to certain other phases of war charity. It would appear 
from the setup that quits'a proportion of thfe funds col¬ 
lected will go direct to the cause. 

But pretty soon, as these multiple new demands de¬ 
velop, we are going to crash against the cold, hard fact 
of individual inability to support everything. ft is not a 
question of what the average person would" like to give, 
but what he is able to give. Government taxation is al¬ 
ready heavy and likely, to become hiavier. In addition 
to this the government is also pushing a campaign for- 
the loan of every dollar that can be spared from neces¬ 
sities month by month for the duration of the war. A 
good local move has been made in pooling certain major 
charities under the head of “war charities fund," and 
this should tend toward efficiency. But outside the-e 
main charities are half-a-dozen others—all good, all 
deserving—but all bearing down on the same people. •’ 

Then in every community there is the upkeep «if local 
organizations and groups—all good, all deserving. 
Scarcely a day passes in the life of the average busi¬ 
ness man that he is not asked, to buy a ticket ranging 
in price from two bits to a dollar for some purely local 
cause. 

Just how is the person of small income going to meet 
all these requests, without drastically reducing on his 
living expenses ? And is it in the interest of general

Seed Grain 

New Seed Is purchased for one or 
more of the following reasons: 

1. To maintain purity. 

2. To adopt a new or different 
variety. 

3. To begin growing a new "or 
different crop. 

4. Because crop was damaged by 
frost, sprouting, etc. 

When buying new seed it is always 
wise to buy the best available. This, 
of course, means buying registered 
seed-if possible, and, if not, certified 
seed. 

To maintain purity, it is not neces¬ 
sary to buy a sufficient quantity of 
expensive seed to replace the old en¬ 
tirely the first year. It saves money 
to sow a seed plot with pure seed, 
and to take every precaution against 
the occurrence of volunteer plants of 
the same crop and against mechan¬ 
ical mixing. Suppose that a farmer 
commonly has 150"acres in wheat; a 
seed plot of fifteen or twenty acres 
will usually provide ample seed for 
the next year. The plot selected 
should be summerfallow, and should 
be located at least fifteen or twenty 
rods, preferably further, from other 
wheat. Exercise extreme care in 
threshing, cleaning and sowing. 

If a new variety is to be adopted, 
the same practice may be followed, 
though even greater care should be 
taken to prevent the old variety 
from volunteering. It is seldom 
necessary to replace a variety com¬ 
pletely in one year. A thorough Job 
can be done in two years, and it is 
much cheaper. 

If frost, sprouting, or some other 
injury necessitates new seed for the 
entire farm, and resources do not 
permit the purchase of enough 
registered or certified seed for all 
needs, then at least a few bushels 
for a seed plot should.be obtained.

Additional space for grain has -been 
provided by grain and elevator drgfaft- 
izations in Western Canada during the 
past year and plans are being made 
for the building of further storage 
space.

That great 
seed raising country makes a specialty 
of breeding and cross-breeding small 
grains, ahd prizes at Chicago go year 
after year to seed raisers from Al¬ 
berta. 

“In the spring of 1939 it was de¬ 
cided to import small quantities of 
seeds and have them tried out in Iowa. 
This was done in the spring of 1939 
and four varieties of seed were sent 
to the Imperial Seed company, from 
Alberta. All were planted on farms 
in Iowa and all did so well that the 
seed offered for sale by this company 
has been purchased in great quanti¬ 
ties by farmers throughout the mid¬

Illinois, Minnesota, Wisconsin,''Mis¬ 
souri and Nebraska. The company is 
represented by more than 400 local 
seed dealers, elevators, and farmers 
covering the territory.
